Fxpected to Open 
Many Projects 


UPLAND PARK MAY 


BE AMONG PLANS 
RESUMED LOCALLY 


Flood Control Project Hoped 


For Under WPA Program 
To Be Resumed Soon 





Hope is now expressed that 
work on the many WPA projects 
already begun in Upland and vi- 
cinity and temporarily awaiting 
the program for next year, begin- 
ning July 1, will be resumed soon. 
It is also anticipated that other 
projects approved but on which 
work has not begun, will be in- 
cluded in the new program. Word 
from Frank Y. McLaughlin, state 
WPA administrator, gives rise to 
these hopes. 

One of the largest of these is 
the proposed city park here, for 
which money was allocated months 
ago but which has not been push- 
ed because labor was not avail- 
able. Projects begun but which 
are now dormant include many im- 
provements in the district annex- 
ed to Upland last year, such as 
grading and surfacing of streets, 
‘tthe sprinkler system in the park- 
ing on Euclid avenue, etc. 

The project of greatest import- 
ance to this territory is the pro- 
posed flood control in the foothills 
north of Upland. This project es- 
timated cost of which is about 
$568,000, is regarded as an emer- 
gency proposition. Some time ago 
it was approved by district and 
state WPA authorities and awaits 
only word from Washington in 
order that it may be started. 
Plans for this huge job were drawn 
by Engineer Royal V. Ward of Up- 


land, who has been highly com-! 


plimented by authorities for its 
excellence. When this work 
completed it will eliminate any 
possibility of damage by floods in 
this area by water run-off from the 
mountains, as the water will be 
diverted to the spreading grounds 
and disappear under ground al- 
most as fast as it accumulates. 

It is said the WPA work pro- 
gram will continue with little mod- 
ification through the next fiscal 
year. Only changes of conse- 
quence, says Mr. McLaughlin, will 
be as follows: The payment of 


labor at prevailing hourly wages, | 


but with the same limitation on 
monthly earnings as heretofore; 
assumption of a larger part of the 
cost of supervision by WPA, and 
establishment of a uniform basis 
of dividing project costs between 
the sponsor and WPA. 

It will continue to be the re- 
sponsibility of the Works Pro- 
gress Administration to provide 
work on useful projects for all 
eligible persons who are employ- 
able and who can be placed on 
projects, within the limitation of 
available funds. It is probable 
that present eligibility rules will 
be modified so that additional per- 
sons now on relief will become 
eligible for assignment. This will 
have a tendency to increase the 
total number of persons available. 

The cost of projects will be di- 
vided between the Works Progress 
Administration and the sponsor in 
the following manner: 

(a) WPA will pay the following: 
Available relief labor plus essen- 
tial non-relief labor not exceeding 
10 per cent of the total; necessary 
supervision at prevailing rates of 
pay; one-half the other costs di- 
rectly applicable to the project 
such as materials, supplies, equip- 
ment, transportation, etc., but not 
to exceed $17 per man-month of 
labor paid from federal funds. 

Sponsor will pay for: Plans and 
specifications, lands and rights-of- 
way, balance of the cost of ma- 
terials, supplies and equipment, 
transportation, etc., not provided 
for above.

A genus of the cactus family, 
the cereus is native of southwest- 
ern United Statey, Mexico and dry 
regions as far south as Argentina. 
Some of the flowers of the night- 
bloomer have been found to be as 
large as eight inches in diameter.

R. C. Stone, 238 Euclid avenue, 
are snug in their double cocoons, 
with ready made shock absorb- 
ers between themslves and the 
cutside world. Dr. Stone, who 
has been a collector of moths for 
about six years, raises caterpil- 
lars from eggs. 

Coming home Saturday night 
with his son, Robert, Dr. Stone 
found his eggs turned into worms, 
which were creeping over the 
walls and books. Since worms, 
like human beings, must have 
something to eat, the two. en- 
thusiasts drove six miles up in 
the mountains to find buckthorn, 
the only food for Cecropias.

|descent state. He ‘hag not yet 
| opened it to inspect the larva. 


“T don’t have much time to de- 


ivote to this hobby,” Dr. Stone 
said regretfully, “although feed- 
ing the worms requires little 
jcare. So far I have had little | 
success in mating moths, as} 
their wings are easily destroped |! 
;before breeding.” | 

In closing the cage upon the 
round, silken balls, Dr. Stone con- 
cluded: ‘How little we know 
what is going on! This little 
jstudy opens a world before us.
